South may hold the key for pioneering 
mew f in economics and gov- 
ernm. \f vital concern to the future 
of this nation and the world,” he added.

Ivey told the quarter’s 467 graduates 
that there is no part of the world that 


which he now directs. 

In lauding the South and its oppor- 
tunities, Dr. Ivey asserted that the 
South was becoming the most modern 
part of the United States. “Agricul- 
tupally, industrially, and socially a 
vital ferment is gripping the region. 
Scientific discoveries are opening up 
new opportunities in nearly. every 
phase of Southern life. 

“Tocal and state governments are 
stirring under a new sense of mission 
and responsibility. Educational insti- 
tutions, from the first grade through 
our graduate schools, are rapidly mov- 
ing to set the pace for other parts of 
the nation.”

Predicts industrial revolution 


DR. IVEY predicted, that by 1970 “an 
industrial revolution may have swept 
the South, Magnet-like the region’s 
natural resources, its reservoir of labor, 
its fast-growing consumer markets. are 
pulling into the area venture capital, 
new agricultural and industrial pro- 
cesses. 

“The ways and tempo of life through- 
out our rural and urban communities 
are beginning to change under force 
from these new. economic movements,” 

But as a warning, Dr. Ivey remind- 
ed the group that “the older industrial 
areas of the nation unwittingly al- 


AT a reception in the President’s home,

ter the -people. Urban congestion, 
slums, disease, and crime have in- 
fested the social fabric which, grew 
around the technology of manufac~ 
turing, marketing, distribution and 
finance.”

HOWEVER, “the South,” he continued, 
“has the opportunity to become the 
master of its industrial revolution, to 
guide the impact upon human life, to 
make it the servant of the people. 

“There is aj desperate search the 
world over for the key to democratic- 
ally guiding the industrial revolution 
which is uprooting long established 
and highly valued ways of life in Asta 
and Africa. 

“By successfully guiding its own in< 
dustrial revolution, the South can furn- 
ish. the nation and the world with a 
new example of democracy at work in 
economic and’ social building, 


Must try the untried 


“TO GUIDE this industrial and social 
revolution, the South must dare to be 
creative. It must have the courage and 
competence to try the new and untried, 
to discard its old tendency to imitate 
economic and educational patterns of 
New England, the Middle West and 
Western Europe. 

“The courage and competence to 
create can spring only from a peopte 
who have exploited every opportunity 
to train their minds and bodies, who 
have freed themselves from false in« 
feriority and prejudice, whose stan- 
dards of excellence know no upper 
limits, whose «mental and physical 
enérgy is willfully harnessed in habits 
of hard work, who possess a deep 
dedication to spiritual as well as ma- 
terial values.

THE fellowships were granted by. the 
Fund for the Advancement of Education, 
established by the Ford Foundation in 
f 1951, to distribute that portion of 
the Foundation’s resources which can be 
used effectively to support the .im- 
provement, and further development, of 


formal education. 


Auburn faculty members did not 
apply for fellowships in 1951, but in 
the two years since have received five 
fellowships. “It is an excellent record 
for Auburn to” have three selected 
among the 252 fellowships granted,” 
commented Dr. M. C. Huntley, API 
dean of. faculties.

“Within the last 10 years, approxi- 
mately 7,000 farm ponds have been 
constructed in Alabama, and new. ones 
are now being built at the rate of 
about 1,000 a year. The number of 
ponds reported in other Southern 
States is even greater.

“IN addition to these private waters, the 
impoundment of large areas such as 
those flooded by the TVA, Army Engi- 
neers, and other agencies has greatly 
increased the acreage of inland fish- 
eries. 

“Alabama alone has an estimated

currently the supply of live minnows 
does rotmeet the demand in most areas. 
It is conservatively estimated that fish- 
ermen would buy 20,000,000 minnows 
annually in Alabama, and. a comparable 
number could be sold in each of *the 
other Southeastern States.
